A committee of three was ap- 
pointed and the district was can- 
vassed and every farmer asked 
to sign. Ffty signatures were ob- 
tained, only a small minority refus- 
ing to give the acre.

French Army Want 
1000 Pound Horses 


Gleichen, October 22nd 


Commandant Courtois, a veteran 
of the French cavalry, Dr. Caze, 
veterinary surgeon of the French 
army,and T, E.Good, general man- 
ager of the Union Stock Yards at 
‘Toronto, are now in Alberta to pur- 
chase ten thousand or more horses 
for use in the French cavalry and 
artillery. 

They have arranged to be in 
Gleichen on Friday, October 22nd, 
and will meet those who have the 
horses they require that day. We 
understand they do not ask that the 
horses be brought in that day, but 
that the owners be here to arrange 
with them a date and 
that they can purchase enough to 
make it worth their while remaining 
to inspect them. 

The requirements are not 
severe as the British use and horses 
of 900 to 1000 pounds will be pur- 
chased. For artillery horses from 
from 1056 pounds are needed. Ani- 
mals of the mustang variety are 
desired. 

In a telephone talk with Frank 
McHugh at Calgary he stated that 
he had met the buyers and believed 
they mean business. He said they 
expressed doubt as to securing 
the number of animals they requir- 
ed, but he assured them that if they 
would come to Gleichen they would 
not be disappointed in getting the 
type of animals they described. He 
went further, and will take them to 
the H2 ranch with the promise of 
inspecting several hundred, Mr. 
McHugh advises those who have 
horses weighing around L000 pounds 


to meet these officers.

From Charlie Marshal! 


Sept. 15, 1915 

Dear Brother Jack: — 
I have been on the firing line 
now for about a month and a half.

Just 
before I started this letter the nose 
of an explosive shell lit about six 
yards fro.a us, it had burst over 
head and came almost straight

At time of writing we are back 
a few miles from the firing line, for 
a little rest and aclean up. We 
have just been watching one of our 
planes scouting back and forth 
over the lines while the German 
gunners are shooting sharpnel shells 
atit. We are out of the way of 
rifle fire, but the big shells keep 
dropping and exploding among us. 

I Lave been transferred to the 
signalle. so that my present ad- 
dress {s Reg No. A.34554, Signallers 
LOth Batl, C.E.F., care of Army 
Post Office, London, Eng. 

I am just sticking around for pay 
parade, we get 15 Francs ($3) 
which is all we are allowed to draw 
every two weeks, we spend it mostly 
for French bread and eggs. I wit- 
nessed a great sight the other day, 
two of our planes went after a Ger- 
man plane, they got him too.

“Rational farming is ‘mixed’ farm- 
Ing, by which we understand the 
keeping of stock to consume a large 
proportion of the crops grown on the 
farm, ‘Thereby the farmer uses ani 
mals as living agents to convert low- 
priced material (hay, roots, straw, 
ete.) into high-priced products, which, 
sold to the city consumer, take from 
the farm comparatively little of the 
plant food of its soil and leave 
manure, the very best, the most val- 
uable of all sources for economically 
maintaining and increasing fertilit 
Barnyard manure is unquestionably 
the most effective of all fertilize 
“Our chemical work has shown that 
the liquid portion of the manure is by 
far the more valuable, for it is not 
only richer in nitrogen and — potash 
than is the golid, but these elements 
are present in a soluble and immedl- 
ately available condition, and can be 
at once utilized by crops. It is there 
fore the part of wisdom to use suific- 
t litter in the barns and stables to 
absorb all the liquid If the supply 
f straw is short, sawdust and air- 
dried peat or muck may be employed 
as supplemental litter.

It is believed to have been a more 
soutberu form, and enjoyed a milder 
climate than the mammoth, which was 
zgy red hair, as one 
knows from several entire bodies 
which have been found in the frozen 
gravels of Northern Siberia. 

The present specimen is being dis- 
interred carefully by Dr. ‘°C. W. And- 
rews, F.R.S., one of the officers of the 
geological department of the British 
museum, the scientist who discovered 
in Egypt a series of early elephantine 
skeletons linking up the modern ele- 
phants with lilliuptian forms whicn 
had been found in Fayoum, Egypt-—an 
important work in the history of evo- 
lutionary theory. 

It is thought that the Upnor speci- 
men may be restored and mounted 
whole in the Natural History Museum, 
and that it will measure in height at 
the shoulder about fourteen feet. As 
the bones are recovered they 
be covered with plaster of Paris and 
dried carefully to prevent shrinkage 
and distortion, They will have to be 
finally hardened with a solution of 
glue or shellac and alcohol, This pro- 
cess is being carried out by one of 
the museum's preparators, Mr. L. Io 
Parsons, who on returning to the 
museum will have to spend many 
months of work before the restoration 
is complete 

This will be the first complete Ele- 
phas antiqus preserved in England. 
Often parts lave been discovered, but 


complete specimens are extremely 
rare, This one must have been en- 
tombed in the gravel before the li 


tures which held the bones together, 
perished, 

2arts of this particular species of 
elephant were also found in the bed of 
the Mauer, which yielded one of the 
earliest remains of man yet discover- 
ed—a lower jaw bone of enormous 
size and thickness, known as that of 
the “Heidelberg man.” 

The remains of the elephants dis 
covered at Pilldown were, however, of 
earlier date, and the human jaw dis- 
covered wtih the Piltdown skull is of 
more primitive form than the Mauer 


jaw.

FISCAL TENDENCIES 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Boston “Herald” Believes Protecion- 
ist Sentiment Will be Strengh- 
ened by the War 

In its issue of July 30th, the Boston 
Herald had a leading editorial under 
the title “The War and Protection,” 
from which we quote a few paragraphs 
as indicating the views of a large 
school of United States economists, 

Nations Must be Self-contained 

That protective sentiment the world 
over should be strengthened by this 
war is inevitable, says the Boston 
“Herald.” If nations are to fight they 
must have within themselves all-round 
sources of supply. It has been said 
that {f Missouri were an island nation 
it could produce nearly everything 
that it needed. Massachusetts, on the 
other hand, would make a very “sorry 
fist of it.” We should produce an over- 
supply of shoes and textiles and other 
manufactured goods, while suffering a 
great deficiency in food products. As 
it is, we find it cheaper to sell one 
line and buy the other, rather than 
to try to meet home needs in both. 
Bo it is with nations. Some are self- 
contained and some are not. Had the 
peotions of this country developed as 
independent powers they would, under 
the lessons of this war, be preparing 
rigid systems of protections so that 
each might supply its own needs in 
the event of obstruction of foreign 
trade. The United States, large as 
ft ts, has suffered in this war, to which 
it was not a party, from the lack of 
dyestuffs, and of cotton outlets. it has 
been seriously handicapped from its 
lack of ocean shipping, fundamentally 
A protective question, since that is one 
of the few industries which we ever 
allowed to remain at the mercy of the 
world-wide competition. This is more 
surprising in view of the industry's 
close relation to defence. 

We accordingly look to see a mater- 
fal modification of Britain’s free trade 
policy with the end of the war. Unless 
the Germans triumph, and thus are 
able to dictate terms to their oppon- 
ents, Great Britain will not, within 
the next generation, admit to her own 
or to her colonial ports German pro- 
ducts on terms of equality. Relations 
have long been strained. In Hong- 
Kong, for example, one of the freest 
cities in the world—and in conse- 
quence one of the most inexpensive 
ia which to do business—the Germans 
have been close rivals with the Bng- 
lish. This has led to serious jealous- 
les. We should expect, if when this 
war is over Hongkong etill files the 
British flag, that the Teutonic allies 
would find their business opportuni- 
ties there greatly restricted. That 
may mean a closer British imperial 
federation, or a closer federation of 
the allied powers. 

The United States would have every- 
thing to lose by Britain’s abandon- 
ment of her present policy. She is an 
enormous consumer of American 
goods, not only from the farm and field 
and mine, but of late of the factory 
pe well And it would do us no good 
to have this market obstructed by a 
tariff, even to the extent of a discrim- 
imation in favor of colonial products 
We dv not, for example, want Mr. 
Ford to establish an automobile fac- 
tery on the Canadian side of the De- 
troit river to manufacture his cara for 
English consumption. And yet that 
would be the inevitable result of the 
Imperial customs union, and one that 
need not materially affect the price of 
the product to the British consumers 
It is the same with wheat and flour 
and mezts. A few cents preference 
for Britain’s own colonies would build 
up Saskatchewan and Alberta to the 
disadvantage, temporarily at least, of 
Minnesota and Chicago. 

The whole subject is somewhat 
speculative, but that it can end with- 
put material revision of England's 
fiscal policy seems entirely unlikely. 
What the Herald can never under- 
stand is why the Home Market Club, 
or avy other institution with the wel- 
fare of American industries at heart, 
should rejoice in England's going over 
to the protective policy, with its in- 
evitable raising of barriers against our 
own products, which now enjoy such 
welcome markets there,

Head and Chest Guards Saving 
Troops in the Trenches 

The Military chiefs of the ereat na- 

ions entered the war a year ago with 
the settled conviction that any form of 
protection for the soldier's body 
against the missiles of destruction 
would be vain and valueless. It was 
not long, howevi before the German 
soldie who had heceived a forage cap 
to do his fighting in, was clamoring 
for his patent leather helmet, spike 
and all, The very practical French 
Soldier began wearing at times any 
light weight metal vessel that would 
fit his head. On poth Sides, but chief. 
ly on that of the Germans, special 
chest protectors were being worn, 

In Buropean countries, where mili- 
tary conscription is in force, inventors 
for years have been working on bullet 
proof garments. While in America a 
certain type of inventor devotes his 
time to producing a perpetual motion 
device, in Europe the same type works 
on an impenetrable waistcoat and be- 
comes the butt of all the jokesmiths. 

In the first weeks of the war the 
German general staff issued a warn 
ing that all protection devices were a 
useless waste of money, There was 1 
hint that the unscrupulous promote 
was profiting by the creation of some 
nebulous brained inventor to swindle 
soldiers aud their relatives out of 
g00d money for useless body protec- 
tors to save them from b coming can- 
non fodder. But now it would seem 
that the great military chief 
Wrong and that the inventors of the 
waistcoats and heacgear were hot so 
crazy as they had seemed to be 
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In the early days of the war it wes 
found that soldiers received an excep: | 
tionally high percentage of head 
wounds and the French war authori- 
ties took official cognizauce of the 
fact But while they were Studyin 
the matter the French soldier wa 
i to seek a remedy, He impro- 

ed a head covering With tin cans, 

nucepans, anythin that would fit. 
Kinally the lid of his canteen was re- 
quisitioned. This was worn, not of 
course in the charge, but in the watch- 
ful waiting of the trench, 

It served to weaken the blow of 
projectiles, and was even quite eftic- 
jent against thos Shrapnel bullets 
and high explosive fragments which 
came over the trench parapet almost 
spent or weakened in force by rico- 
chetting. Naturally against the direct 
projectile the “tia lid’ did not avail, 

The French war department, im- 
pressed by the uility even of a can- 


k 


iate manufacture of 700,000 light met 
al head protectors. These cost only 
Seven cents each, but they allowed 
the canteen lid to 0 back to its pris- 
tine employment and they served for 
a valuable experiment. A record was 
kept, und it was found that this new 
headgear was successful in sixty 
cases out of one hurdred in protecting 
the head against injury from shrapnel 
bullets,

Recent photographs from the front 
jof soldiers in action have showed 
some French soldiers with breast 
protectors. The Germans also are 
wearing them to a considerable ex- 
tent, and it is understood that the 
hostility of the authorities to them } 
does not now exist. 

Some of these protectors are of 
tough fibrous material, some of a com- 
position of leather, rubber and fibre 
and some are said to possess chemical 
properti 
superheated bullet or other projectile

The Alberta Estray Law  prescrioes 
that the party who takes upan estray 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, ‘Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
very strictin this matter, The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dotlars for each animal they examine 
and inilage to the amount of 10e per 
mile, notto exceed 80 miles, The cost 
of the advertising and the reading 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, The party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
“ned 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the lth day of 
April and the 15th day of Nove miber, 
From Novenber 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15¢ per head per day is allowed for 
horses. and cattle di ing from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazetle, but not exceeding 
the sun of nine dollars. South of the 
20th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
limited to three dollars,
